The ‘little jaunt’ referred to by Mrs. Zahn was a three 
months’ training period; six days per week, sixteen hours per day of hard work, to gain knowledge to 
help make your police department one of the best. Ninety-four other chiefs from California and 175 
other police administrators have attended this course with the same thought in mind, TO TRAIN THEM: 
SELVES AND THEIR MEN TO GIVE THE CITIZENS THE FINEST TYPE OF POLICE PROTECTION.’ 
On June 16, 1957. Mrs. Gayle Nelson was hired to the department over the strong objection of Mrs. 
Zahn. She was hired for the purpose of working in the front office as do Mrs. Oakley and Mrs. Yoo!. 
This gives us a policewoman per shift, a woman available for typing, shorthand and the handling of 
wemen prisoners. Mrs. Nelson has proved to be an excellent worker and the arrangement has proven 
very efficient. If a woman were not on the switchboard.a patrolman would have to be. HE CANNOT 
PATROL THE STREETS FROM THE DESK. She did not replace a street patrolman, she took over a job 
more suited for women than men. 

When two of our officers were absent from their jobs because of injury and illness a request was made 
of the council to hire a temporary employee. This posed a problem in that at least six months to train 
a person for a police department job. We were fortunate in having available, Mrs. Dolores Nolan, a 
former policewoman who knew the job well. Mrs. Nolan was hired again. over the objections of Mrs. 
Zahn. Mrs. Nolan was able to come to work immediately, without extra training and thereby relieved 
Officer Clint Lauderdale from his desk duties to petrol the streets. In other words without having to 
train a person, we had immediately available for patrol duty, a trained officer. These objections of 
Mrs. Zahn are obviously a result of having no knowledge of police work. 
The retaliation Mrs. Zahn refers fo in her newsletter is as follows: 

The City Council feeling that inasmuch as Mrs. Zahn receives a car allowance, and that an insurance 
risk might be involved, passed a motion that she could no longer use a police car for her private trans- 
portation home from council meetings, She became incensed at me when I refused to disobey this council 
order. | believe that when the City Council gives an order, if is the duty of the department heads to follow it.

Democracy In The Sudan 








In order to realize the full meaning of democracy within their 
nation, the people of the Sudan have adopted a traditional Amer- 
ican concept—the “town meeting,” where residents of the smallest 
village take an active and very practical interest in the affairs 
of government on the local level. 

The Sudanese Government has deliberately encouraged decen- 
tralization of political power to the level of local councils: munic- 
ipal councils for large cities like Khartoum and Port Sudan; 
town councils in smaller towns, and district councils which cover 
many smell villages This process of decentralization is particu- 
larly significant“in ‘view of the Sudan’s past history of a strongly 
centralized governiment. Under the Condominium of 1899, the 
country was divided into-thirteen provinces with a number of 
districts in each province. Each of these was administered by 
an agent of the central government. Now the central government 
relinquishes its powers except in the field of public security. 
In taxation, civic improvement and agricultural development 
locally elected officials are assuming more and more responsibility. 
In Khartoum the municipal council recently carried out a housing 
development for several thousand poor families. 

This decentralization has received much support from the 
traditional Arab council, or Mejlis, which had governed the life 
of the people in the rural sections. The Mejlis had regulated the 
affairs of many tribes in the Sudan, and through a system of 
“Sheik’s Courts’ had assumed considerable administrative, judi- 
cial and financial powers. 

As.a result Of intense interest in local politics, rural elections 
now involve vigorous campaigns which provide an excellent step- 
ping stone to higher elective offre.
